The chancellor sees 
the bear that walk s lik e a man reaching out a red 
paw to grasp capitalist Oermany by the throat. HLs 
fear, quite lik ely, Is motiv ated by the interests of the 
industrialists who are the sponsors of the Nationalist 
Socialist party. 
Russia’s position is an enigma. Equipped with a 
huge army, the Sov iet Union's political theory Is, 
nev ertheless, opposed to warfare. Russian spok esmen 
constantly reiterate their gov ernment’s peaceful in­ 
tentions, yet they are as strongly nationalistic as any 
of Europe's or Asia's intense nationalists. It is gener­ 
ally agreed that Russia is doomed to engage in what­ 
ev er conflict break s out abroad. 
It is interesting to remember in connection with 
the possibility of war that red Russia buses its confi­ 
dence in world-wide communism on the rev olutionary 
afterm ath of another great war. Russian leaders be­ 
liev e that the ev entual disintegration of capitalism is 
inev itable due to the inability of capitalist gov ern­ 
ments to av oid conflict and that the ultimate result 
of conflict will be triumph of the proletariat. Their 
v iewpoint is shared by many who are neither Russians 
nor communists. 
One question still remains to bo answered. It hits 
not been explained yet where the money to fight an­ 
other war could be obtained. Apparently, ev erything Is 
in readiness but the financial sponsorship without 
which armies cannot be giv en marching orders.
